blood of a woman carrying a child. 
In tuberculosis they also settle more 
rapidly, and the more severe the 
case the more rapidly they settle, 
so in this condition the test has 
found its most uses. 


A new test of somewhat similar 


sort is called the Weltman test, 
and is based on the coagulation of 
the serum of the blood, when heat- 
ed. In general, U distinguishes be- 
tu'een infections with exudation 
and infections in the stage of heal- 
ing or fibrosis. Thus in the pres- 
ence of fever, the test may rule 
out or confirm the suspicion that a 
hidden accumulation of pus Is pres- 
ent.
